NEW YORK, June 18.— Horatio Sey- 
mour traveled from IIlmira to Olean vester- 
day on the train bearing the New 


Jersey delegation squad of Tammany and 
many other delegates to Cincinnati. Ina 
conversation published inthe Herald Sey- 
mour said, ‘‘I really doubt the expediency of 
nominating any New York man. It would 
imperil success. There is too much feeling 
between the hostile factions. I have taken 
no part in the quarrels and vet I should, if a 
candidate, have been unacceptable to some 
Democrats. I do not doubt that the true pol- 
icy of the party is to take a youngeranda new 
man who is not in any way mixed up with 
the New York troubles. A strong man from 
Illinois would be expedient and available if 
they had one. There is not time for an old 
man to run.“ At Corning Seymour was intro- 
duced by Capt. Isaiah Rynders as the next 
President whether he liked it or not. 
SEYMOUR’S SPEECH YESTERDAY. 

The ex-Governor said: IJ am much grati- 
fied to meet so many friends unexpectedly: 
but to what Capt. Rvnders has said I must 
reply that I am an old man without any de- 
sire for further public life, and I step aside 
and leave the nation in your younger 
and stronger hands. - You need now 
a vigorous leader, and I most sinn- 
cerely hope that by your wise 
action at the convention you will unite the 
Democracy in every section of the country 
and in every State of the Union. I have to 
retire wholly from political life, but I sin- 
cerely hope to see the Democracy’s princi- 
ples re-established in the Government at 
this election.’’ 

TILDEN AND FIELD, 

Uenry A. Tilden writes that the “‘long talk’’ 
of his brother Samuel and ex-Senator Gwin 
lasted about five minutes, and that no allusion 
whatever was made to Judge Field or to 
either of his brothers by Tilden, or any mat- 
ter having any bearing whatever upon Judge 
Field’s nomination. Inthe report of the in- 
terview with Duke Gwin Tilden is made 
to say that as far as he is concerned Judge 
Field has no brothers and a little persona! 
matter would not stand inthe way with him 
if Field is likely to be nominated.

As soon as this result has 
been secured the understanding is the letter 
or documer t shall be publicly produced, and 
Tilden’s refusal to accept a second nomination 
shall be formally and conciusively made 
known. Tilden in this matter has placed 
himself entirely in the hands of his friends 
who have possession of the paper ia ques- 
tion.“

CINCINNATI, June 18.—The situation has 
assumed no shape. The Indiana delegation 
has just adjourned after a protracted session, 
at which it was unanimously resolved that 
Hendricks forPresident was the only candidate 
they had, and that they would support him 
first, last and all the time. This was meant 
as cold water for English and McDonald, 
Vice-Presidential aspirants. The news from 
the Supreme Court of Indiana, making that 
State an October State, was read and greeted 
with enthusiasm, being regarded as a Hen- 
dricks boom.

Prominent delegates to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention, and distinguished Demo- 
crats who come to look on, have begun to ar- 
rive. Among the number are Hon. William 
English and Austin Brown, of Indiana, Hen- 
dricks men: General James B. Steedman, a 
delegate from Ohio, and a red hot Jewett 
man; Hon. Fred. Prince, of Boston, and 
others. 

Hon. Milton Sayler has arrived from New 
York. He thinks the fight has narrowed 
down to Jewett. Bayard aud field, and that 
one of these three will be the nominee. 

TILDEN A CANDIDATE. 

Hon. Fred. O. Prince, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Committee, arrived last night on the 
Pan-Handle. Ile is atthe Grand, and upon 
bis arrival he Was surrounded by interview- 
ers. In reply to many questions he said: 

Jas ofthe opinion several days since 
that Mr. Tiiden would not be a candidate, but 
be has been recently surrounded by ill-ad- 
vised friends, who have persuaded him that 
he is one of the great men of America, and 
that he ought to be acandidate, and he has 
vielded to their seductive arguments and wil 
be a candidate, but be cannot counton over 
193 votes in the convention on the first ballot, 
and the two-thirds rule will lead to his de- 
feat.“ 

Mr. Prince does not think that Mr. Seymour 
can receive the nomination, because the Til- 
den faction will fight him. 

AN OHIO OPINION. 

Yesterday a Commercial reporter ran across 
Col. Geo. Hodge at the Gibson. 

„Here for Mr. Payne, Mr. Dodge?“ 

„Ves, lama Payne man, but Iam afraid 
he stands but little show.“ 

“Why”? 

„well, I think it would be folly to nominate 
an Ohio Democrat. We can elect a Demo- 
cratic President without Ohio. If we nomi- 
nate an Ohio man ‘we risk too much on a sin- 
gle State with an Ohio man: if we lose Ohio 
we might lose all. We must carry the East 
or several States in the East. If Seymour will 
permit the use of his name, 1 do not think 
anything can prevent his nomination, and if 
wecan carry Ohio against Gartield, we can 
carry it with a strong man outside of Ohio as 
easy as With an Ohio man.“ 

AFTER THOMPSON’S SCALP. 

Although there are not more than half a 
dozen Ohio delegates in the city, if the oppo- 
sition they exhibit against John G. Thompson 
is any criterion, the days of usefulness of that 
politician in the Democratic party are at an 
end. John holds — less than a thou- 
sand positions at present. He is a member 
of the National Committee. He is Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the frouse of Representatives. He 
is a member the National Congressional 
Committee. Heis chairman of the Central 
Committee of Ohio, a member of the State 
Executive Committee anda delegate to the 
National Convention. He wants to be kept in 
his place as a member of the Nationa] Commit- 
tee, but his ambition will hardly be gratified. 
There are several candidates spoken of for 
this position, prominent among whom are 
Gen. James B. Steedman, of Toledo, and Hon. 
W. D. Hill, of Defiance. Among those who 
are known to be against John are the four Cin- 
cinnati delegates, Gen. Steedman, Hon. W. 
D. Hill, Hon. James E. Neal, Hon. W. H. 
Dugdale of Springfield, Col. W. W. Arm- 
strong and Mr. John Farley, of Cleveland. 

THE THURMAN MEN. 

There was considerable speculation in po- 
litical circles yesterday over the news pub- 
lisbed in the Commercial in regard to the 
meeting of the Ohio delegation at Columbus 
on Friday. Some predict that Senator Thur- 
man will withdraw from the fight and ask the 
Uhbio delegation to go for Jewett, while others 
say the Senator is a candidate in earnest and 
will ask the delegates: to support him as long 
as there is a prospect for his nomination.

Nearly al] the Western and Southern dele- 
gaies tothe Cincinnati convention are, curi- 
ously enough, traveling to their destination 
via New York. Even the trans- Mississippi 
gentlemen are coming this way, asif anxious 
to take counsel from the Sage of Gramercy 
Park. Mr. Tilden is a generuus host, aud if 
the visitors do not go away persuaded that he 
ought to receive the nomination it will not be 
because they bave not been treated like 
Princes. Californians, who are here just now 
in great al undance, are pretty unanimous in 
the declaration that the Pacific Coast states 
will never cast their votes for Judge Field. 
They do not consider him sound on the 
Chinese question, and bis record with refer- 
ence to Central Pacific affairs, it is further al- 
leged, stands-in his way. The anti-Tilden 
elements are again seeking to concentrate on 
ex- Gov. Seymour. A special messenger was 
dispatched vesterday to Utica to see if that 
gentleman would not give some assurance that 
he would permit his name to be used. It is 
said that a telegram was received at the Tam- 
many headquarters this afternoon from this 
special envoy to the effect that under no cir- 
cumstances will he consent. 

The delegates to the Cincinnati Convention, 
except those from New York, who are appar- 
ently ordered by Mr. Tilden to remain near 
Gramercy Park for consultation, are rapidly 
moving towards the West. To-night’s train 
took many of these interesting citizens. They 
were mostly delegates from the extreme West 
and the Pacific coast, who, as noted above, 
have been here to consult Mr. Tilden. At 
Erie, Pa., tbey will be met by W. IL. Scott 
and Senator W. H. Barnum, two of Tilden’s 
strongest henchmen, and the whole party will 
proceed together to Cincinnati. Dr. George 
L. Miller, editor of the Omaha Herald, and a 
member of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee, told a reporter to-night that the Nebras- 
ka delegation was solid tor Tilden.

Governor Throckmorton. 

Governor James Throckmorton, delegate at

The Governor is one of the remarkable menof 
the Lone Star State, and has acquired a na- 
tional reputation as a jurist. In 1867 he was 
elected Governor of Texas, but was removed 


by military force during carpet-bag rule. He 
bas represented his district in Congress and 
bas a strong following who urge him for the 
Senate. n 1876 he was present 
at _ the St. Louis convention as a 
strorg advocate of Gen. Hancock and 
his voice was raised in public places against 
Tilden. At the hotel this morning Governor 
Tbrockmorton said, I held four years ago 
that Tilden’s nomination was a mistake. Now 
it would be suicide. The nomination of Til- 
den would create no more enthusiasm in the 
Southern States than did that of Horace 
Greeley. It would jeopardize Texas to the 
party. I do not think tbere is a Titden man 
among the sixteen Texas delegates. We are 
divided between Hancock a Bayard, and 
stand ready to unite on either or Seymour, 
who would be a strong candidate.’’ 

Gov. Tbrockmorton is a regular reader of 
the Post DISPATCH, and says tbat When 
it says no Tilden, it is talking sense.“ 

OTHER TEXANS. 

Major Joseph E. Dwyer, of San Antonio, 
delegate to Cincinnati, arrived in company 
with Governor Throckmorton.

DERBY DAY. 


An American's Account ofthe Great 
English Race. 
London Cor. Troy Times.] 


To see London on a Derby morning is quite 
a sight. Every man who aspires to fulfill that 
destiny which England is said to expect of 
her sons, is prepared to play a parton that 
day. He whose means permit climbs a giddy 
drag which has long been paraded before his 
door to the admiration of the passers-by. The 
more modest citizen mounts his phaeton or bis 
broughbam. The classes who regard them- 
selves as something above the common?“ 
bring out the historical gig and dispose there- 
in the placens uxor, as well as the responsive 
infant. From these vehicles down to the 
ultra-modest “Trot’s pony’’ the descent has 
many steps, and each of them as many varie- 
ties; all of which goes to show that the in- 
terest taken in the great three-year-old sport- 
ing event is not confined to any class, or color, 
or previous condition of servitude; it is pre- 
eminently a popular event, if not pleasure. 

The scenes, however, between the city and 
Clapham common, or between the latter and 
‘Tooting and Balham—the half way house—and 
Sutton, though they are not what they were 
before the days of railroads, yet are still 
sufficientiy interesting andjanxious to any one 
who selects this way and means of reaching 
Epsom Downs. Almost the whole 14 miles 
from Loudon to Epsom the road on both sides 
is lined with people, and never was a greater 
libel uttered than that these are, as well as 
the day’s sport, peculiarly masculine, When 
the sky is kindly, as it was last Wednesday, 


and gay dresses can be exposed without 
eril, ladies do delight in testify- 
ng their appreciation of the 


Derby show. Infact, on several occasions 
last Wednesday your correspondent on the 


road to Epsom saw maidens whom he believes 


to be as irreproachable as charming smile 
upon gallant and debonnaire gentlemen who 
lifted their hats to them, but who had never 
been introduced. Other damsels there were, 
it is true, who were to be seen sitting well 
forward in their bay windows with their backs 
nicely adjusted against the glass, reading 
paper-bound literature, presumably of a 
serious description,but these were the minor- 
ity ; the great majority were abroad under the 
shade of pleasant avenues and seated in old 
gardens apparently enjoying the sight of the 
motley cavalcade as it swept past amid clouds 
‘of dust before them. : 

To give you an idea of the magnitude 
ofthe latter, one enterprising youth—who 
must surely be a Dick Whittington some day 
—planted himself at the half-way house to 
count the number cf vehicles that passed. 
His self-imposed task engaged him from 8 
o clock a. m. till 1 o’cluck p. m., and he de- 
clares in that time he counted 14,000 and odd 
vehicles passing. But, with all due respect 
for the industry aud honest intentions of the 
youth. I don’t believe him, nor do I ask you 
to do so. 

Arrived at Epsom Downs, which are on the 
top of the hill above the snug little village of 
four or tive thousand inhabitants, and which 
are surrounded on every side with pleasant 
tields and meadows, where cowslips grow and 
blue forget-mc-nots might be gathered by the 
barrowlouad, the scene is indescribable. Some 
benevolent person has caused the roads ap- 
proaching to the course to be watered, for 
which be received the benedictions of thou- 
sands. 

That. part of the downs upon which the Der- 
by is run is far from being level. The course 
is about two miles round, and’ the grand 
stand, five stories high, stands on the outside 
on elevated ground overlooking the course, 
as well as one of the finest prospects 
of English scenery that could be wished. In 
front of the grand stand are the betting rings, 
stewards and owners’ paddocks and the sad- 
diing rings. ‘Then comes the course, a few 
inches of turfonthetop of limestone, wide 
enough for twenty horses to run abreast, but 
sloping quite steeply from the judges’ box to 
the telegraph board opposite on which 
are displayed the numbers of the start- 
ers and winners and the names of the 
jockeys. Continuing you descend into a deep 
hollow, then rise to the top of a steep hill, and 
you are in the center. To the right, just round 
the first bend of the course after passing the 
stand, is a deep hollow. in which is erected a 
tall post inscribed, **Derby starting post.’’ 
East of this hollow the ascent is gradual until 
the corner and furze is reached; then it sud- 
denly descends all the way from here to Tot- 
tenham corner and the straight is entered; 
from here to the winning post, nearly half a 
mile, the course is straight and almost level. 
Such is the historical Derby course, said tobe 
about the worst in England. 

Having made our wayto the rear of the 
grand stand through an all but impervious 
throng of vebicles and a surging multitude, 
we just reached the paddock intime to wit- 
ness the arrival of the royal party, which had 
come down by special train. As they were 
conducted to the royal box in the grand stand 
the great sea of heads in the enclosure turned 
its waves for an instant (producing such an 
impression upon one as that which you may 
have experienced in Italian opera when the 
bottom of a page is reached andall the“ books 
with words and music” are flapped at the 
same instant) from betting-books, and voices 
ceased to blow, seven to one has one.“ 
The Princess of Wales, looking 
beautiful and sunny-faced as ever, was 
the first to be seen, wearin a light 
drab dust coat with black and red collar, an 
u black and red bonnet. When the dust coat 
was removed the Princess appeared ina blue 
costume (of what material I was too far away 
to tell) with cream-colored lace, and carrieda 
dark-blue sun-sbhade, with red lining. She 
had left on this occasion at home her favorite 
companion, a good-sized English bull-dog, 
with its front teeth outside its upper lip, 
which, for some time back, when she appears 
in Rotten Row or elsewhere in London, 1s al- 
ways to be found sitting on the rug at her 
fect. There is no accounting for tastes in 
dogs as in anything else, even among 
royalty; but sometimes there is account- 
ing for intentions. You know that the 
Princess bas a European reputation for 
dressing well and of showing off to great ad- 
vantage her superb natural loveliness. Now 
I have observed the last three or four times I 
have met herin Rotten Row, or rather the 
Ring, that whatever side of the Ring she is 
facing—she never looks straight in front of 
her, but sits iman angular position in one cor- 
ner or anotner of her carriage—this ugly 
brute of a dog is sure to be looking in the 
same direction; you can’t help but see the 
face of both in the same glance. Don’t you 
see the intention? As the bright. shades or 
tints of a picture appear — 
bright when set on a dark ground, 
may not something of the same kind hap- 
pen when the lovely face and sweet 
disposition of the princess are contrasted with 
the repulsive look and ferocious temper of an 


English bull-dog? Who can by searching find 
out even princely women’s wiles? Next ap-

A black mass of 
moving humanity covered the betting rings, 
the whole space of the center of the course. 
all the spare ground around the carriages, and 
on the hill to the right a second dexse throng 
could be discerned. What a hullaballoo! 
Here huge, gaudy pictures of monstrosities 
2 above the throng, while now and again 
the voices of showmen,the drumsof their 
rivals, the shouts of three-sticks-a-penny 
men, the crack of rifles in the shooting 
booths, join with the roar ot Look-makers tp 
meke a perfect pandemonium. 

The first race is soon over, and then all eyes 
are turned on the preliminary canter for the 
Derby. The knowing ones.“ or, to use the 
Oxonian term, the cognoscenti, are heard at 
once to take exception to the favorite Bend 
Or, which they pullto pieces and ironically 
wish F. Archer luck as he rides out of the 
paddock on the Duke of Westminster’s chest- 
nut horse with a flowerin his mouth. Robert 
the Devil is pronounced in his canter to have 
“went short.“ He was “tucked up.“ he was 
‘‘neacocky,’’ and would ‘‘never get down the 
bill.“ Soon Mr. McGeorge, the starter, is 
seen elbowing his way through the cfowd 
across the course down the hili to the 
starting post, which the 20 horses have 
already reached. There is a hush for a 
moment which is abruptly broken by the 
roar. They are off,’’ and thetinkle of the 
bell confirms it. The horses are soon seen 
steaming along on the far side of the course. 
They approach Tottenham corner, and one of 
the strangest sights of the Derby day is again 
witnessed by those on the hillside—the sud- 
den flash of light as it were, when with oue 
accord the thousands on the stands and in the 
rings turn their faces to see the horses ap- 

roaching. They come nearer and nearer, 
tobert the Devil leading, with the race in 
hand, hotly as he is pursued by Bend Or. 
Rossiter, on Mr. Brewer's colt, evi- 
dently thinks it is safe and he turns 
his head to see what is following behind 
—a piece of curiosity which undoubtedly lost 
him the race. Rossiter does not raise his arm 
—Robert the Devil was not touched by either 
whip or spur in his last half-dozen strides— 
and Archer is close, plying the whip with his 
left hand. At the supreme moment Archer 
calis on Bend Or for a last effort and Bend Or 
—it would be more correct to say Archer— 
wins the race by half a head. he general 
opinion is that Rossiter lost ‘this head’’ at 
the last moment, and that had; Fordham or 
Cannon been on the second horse Archer’s 
previous challenge would have proved futile. 

Before the race was well over the outside 
bookmakers had vanished from the scene, to 
the great surprise of hundreds of innocent 
young men, who came to the place where they 


had been, with smiling faces, to receive the 
bets they had won; but they had been 
*‘welshed.’’ To the back of the stand, how- 


ever, could be seen several of these wretched 
‘*welshers,’’ who were being hounded down 
the bill, with packs * bungering for the con- 
tents of their pockets, for their clothes and 
for their very life’s blood, clamoring at their 
heels, Some of them did fall 
into the hands of the infuriated mob 
and were leit for dead, and _ with- 
out a stitch of clothing on their persons; for 
you must know that the ferocity of the tigress 
robbed of her youngis hardly less terrible 
than that of the betting man who has been 
‘*twelshed:’’ nor will policeman, bystander or 
any outside party whatever even raise his 
voice in defense ofthe wretched creature who 
is thus being torn almost to pieces. 

Coming home, of course, the universal 
topic discussed was what might have happen- 
ed bad things fallen out differently: but this 
does not alter the fact that a Grosvenor has 
carried off the blue ribbon of the Derby for 
the second.time in the 101 vears since the race 
was isstituted by the grandfather of the 
present Earl of Derby. 


WANT TO BE AN ANGEL.“ 


Reminiscences of the Authoress of the 
Popular Hymn. 
From the New York Herald, June 16. 


A Herald reporter called yesterday at the 
residence in Newark, No. 41 Spruce street, of 
Rev. James P. Wilson, D. D., pastor of the 
Park Presbyterian Church, and formerly pro- 
fessor in Union Theological Seminary in New 
York, and gathered some interesting details 
about the late Miss Sydney Paul Gill, the 
author of the widely known and popular 
hymn, “I Want to be an Angel.“ Miss Gill 
died on Saturday night at the residence of 
Dr. Wilson, ber brother-in-law. She was the 
daughter of the late Bennington Gill, of Phil- 
adelphia. While her father was doing busi- 
ness as a merchant in Birmingham, Eagland. 
sixty years ago, Miss Gill wus born, the 
youngest of four children. Her childhood 
was spent in England, but soon the family re- 
turned to Philadelphia. There, after her 
father’s death, Miss Gill and her sister con- 
ducted a large boarding school for young la- 
dies, and made a handsome fortune. ‘They 
retired twenty-four years ago, and Miss Gill 
removed to Newark and took up her residence 
with Dr. Wilson. About a year ago she be- 
gan to decline and finally breathed her last 
quietly and entirely resigned. Her death was 
unexpected. She had made arrangements to 
spendthe summer atthe seashore. Miss Gill 
was a fine business woman and was closely 
identified with Newark Protestant charities, 
havinglong been Secretary of the Female 
Charitable Society, and being identified with 
other institutions. The way she came to write 
the wel! known bymn was this: She was a 
member of the Clinton Street Presbyterian 
Church, Philadelphia, of which Rev. Dr. Joel 
Parker was pastor. One Sunday they had an 
anniversary celebration, and between tne 
morning and afternoon services Miss Gill wrote 
the bymn. It was read then for the first time, 
and afterward published and translated into 
several foreign languages. Great numbers of 
letters Were received from parents saying that 
their little ones had died with“ I Want to be 
an Angel’’ on their lips. Miss Gill wrote a 
good many other hvmas, but this alone com- 
manded attention because of its simplicity. 
Except the good it did. Miss Gill never re- 
alized anything from ber composition. She 
died leaving a good estate. The funeral takes 
place to-day. Rev. Drs. Stearns and Smith 
Willcfliciate, and the interment will take 
place at Laurel Hill, near Philadelphia.

How much of this paper has 
been used by Waite as collateral upon which 
he may have raised large amounts for his in- 
dividual use the directors are unable to say, 

but rumors thatthe Springfield and Boston 
banks have been victimized in this way are 
current. The bank was chartered in 1852, 

under the name ofthe Windham County bank, 
and commenced business a year later, with N. 
B. Williston as president and Silas W. Waite, 
the present defauiter, as cashier. Prominent 
men in the county were made directors, and 
it was run under a State charter for about ten 
years. It was the first bank in the county to 
change to a national bank, which gave ita 
great advantage over other banks in the vicin- 
ity for a time. beiog for several years a Gov- 

ernment r It continued to retain 

the confidence of the publie until 1872, when 
it was said to bave been robbed of a large 
amount of Government bonds belonging most- 
lv to special depositors. Suspicion was 
aroused by the manner of the robbery, which 
was in midday, since which time confidence 
has been more or less shaken, until 
stock was ftinding forced sale at 85, 
although numerous statements made it patent 
thatthe stock should bring more than par. 

At a special investigation on April 23 loans 

and discounts were placed at $361,119, capital 
stock at $300,000, surplus at $57,000, undivid- 
ed profits at $7,111, and individual deposits 
at $61,112. It appears that ofthe latter the 

Vermont Savings Bank had between 330,000 
and $40,000. This statement was sent to 

stockholkers, and, being attested by directors, 
suspicions were temporarily satisfied. Since 
January, 1878, Waite has been president of 
the bank. Efforts have been made to have a 
cashier appointed, but Waite has insisted that 
none was needed, andthe directors allowed 
bim to have his own way. For year after 
year he has practically’ run the institution 
without dictation. One by one, for six vears, 
directors have refused to qualify, and the re- 

sult bas been vearly changes have taken place, 
until Waite had found a set of men, some of 
whom as widely known and esteemed for 
their honesty and business capacity, who had 
not the time or disposition to attend the af- 
fairs of the bank. 

THE CORRUPTION 

is believed to date back more than ten years, 

whenit is alleged a brother of President 
Waite got into financial irregularities in a 
Chicago bank or insurance company, which, 

it is said, were straightened out by the pay- 
ment of $70,000, the fundscoming from the 
Brattleboro bank. Waite’s mode of proce- 
dure was, it seems, to place these fraudulent 
notes before his directors (all except one 
bearing the name of one of his directors, who 
atthe time was present), and risk his claim 
to solvency of the bank on these. The direc- 
tors, not being particularly conversant with 
banking, accepted them as proof that all was 
right, and not until two or three weeks since 


did they try to acquaint themselves 
with the worth of these securities. 
About this time Examiner Hendee, 


while making his usual tour of inspection. 
discovered a discrepancy in the check fund in 
New York. Tris led to inquiries, and one 
week ago Hendee returned to this place, and, 


it is supposed, notified Waite of his 
revelations. Waite was heard to ask 
Hendee if he could be allowed one 


week to make up the deficit, and it is sup- 
posed this was granted, and Waite on the fol- 
lowing morning} arose at 3 o’clock, bade his 
wife good-by, and in answer to her query re- 
plied that he was going to New York on bank 
business.

Two of the members claim to have never 
qualified. Suits have been brought against 
these directors by stockholders, who claim 
dereliction of duty. Several stockholders are 
known to have lost their all by the collapse, 
and the feeling against the directors is very 
strong. It is believed some of the directors 
are also financially ruined, and that another 
county bank suffers by the loss. 
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A Noted Counterfeiter Caught. 
[Toronto (Ont.) Special Dispatch. | 


A few days ago a man giving the name of 
Robert Anderson was arrested at the village 
ef Unionville on the charge of passing coun- 
terfeit bills. He was committed for trial by 
the Justice of the Peace there, and was 
brought to Toronto jail. On Saturdav he 
wrote a note to Government Detective Mur- 
ray, asking him to call at the jail. Assoon as 
the latter saw his man he said: **Your name 
1s not Anderson; you are Harrison, the noted 
counterfeiter of the United States and Cana- 
da, and I have been after you for five years.“ 
Harrison at first denied the statement, but af - 
terward acknowledged its truth. Detec- 
tive Murray then told him the plates he had 
in his possession, and urged him to disclose 
their whereabouts. Harrison asked until next 
morning to make up his mind. On the detec- 
tive revisiting him Harrison said he would 
conduct him to where the plates were hidden. 
Accompanied by a second detective, the two 
drove to a bush about five miles northwest of 
the city, apd there found a box buried at the 
foot of afree. There were in it seven plates, 
viz.: A $10 plate of the Ontario Bank, a $5 
plate of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, a 
FA plate of the Dominion Bank, a $1 and $2 
plate of the Dominion Bank of Canada, and 
two $5 plates of the United States legal tender 
notes. Thereisa standing reward of $5,000 
offered by the United States Government 
for tbe capture of the two last mentioned 
plates. The whole of them are valued at 
$15,000. 

Harrison has been counterfeiting for the 
past thirty years. He is an engraver, and his 
work was so well executed that the American 
notes passed through the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington unnoticed. The same 
can be said of tne banks on which the Can- 
adian counterfeits were printed. This is con- 
sidered the most important counterfeit- 
ing arrest made on this continent for a num- 
ber of years. Canada has been frequently 
visited by American detectives in search of 
the man.

The Venerable Thurlow Weed Tells All 
About It. 
[New York Cor. Pioneer-Press. | 


„% knew how Morgan was killed,“ said Mr. 


Weed, and where ane when he was killed, 
and who killed him.

„How do I know?“ he asked, repeating my 
question. 1 know because the criminals 
t — confessed it to me before they 
died. 

“Is it possible? I said. ‘*Will you tell the 
pubhe about it?’’ 

es, I have told it partially before. It was 
in 1834, about five years after the sudden dis- 
n of Morgan, that on my trial for 
libeling the Masons, two men volunteered to 
be my witnesses. One of these men was John 
Whitney.’’ 

I think Mr. Weed said the other was the 
man who had charge of the old fort where 
Morgan Was confined by his captors. 

He went on: 

‘J invited them to eat some oysters with me 
after the trial, and while we were at the table 
John Whitney consented, in reply to our ur- 
gency, to make a clean breast of it about the 
murder of Morgan. He declared the terrible 
secret had been a burden on him day and 
night, and then he told who the men were 
who left the lodge one dark night to put Mor- 
gan out of the way, lest he might reveal the 
secrets of the order. Hesaid he was one of 
the men. The others were Col. William King, 
Garside, Howard and Chubbock. They went 
to the fort, bound the prisoner hand and foot, 
laid him in a boat, carried him to about the 
middle part of the Niagara River, where it 
was two miles to either shore, and there, ty- 
ing weights to his head and heels, they flung 
him overboard. When he had told the story, 
Whitney said he felt relieved. The other 
witness turned to him and said, ‘John, Weed 
can hang you now.’ ‘Yes,’ said Whitney, 
‘but be won't.“ I thought much about my 
duty to the public, but it was obviously im- 
possible to convict him unless he would say 
solemnly in court what he had said to me. 

„It was nearly thirty vears afterward when 
I met John Whitney in Chicago, when I was 
there at the convention in 1860. He came to 
me and said he wanted to make a careful con- 
fession for me to write down, to be published 
after his death. There was nobody else he 
dared trust it to, he said. I agreed to com- 
mit his dreadful secret to paper as soon as the 
convention. adjourned. The hour it ad- 
jourred he was waiting for me at my hotel. 
I wasinthe depths of disappointment, and 
was busy with a hundred things, and I told 
Whitney that I should come back to Chicago 
shortiy and would then attend to it. We ex- 
ebanged letters after that, but he died sud- 
denly and I never saw him again.“ 

“The Chicago papers, I said, ‘‘ought to 
look up his relatives or friends there, and see 
if he left any document or told his secret.“ 

„Mes.“ hefreplied, “it would be well. It is 
strange, by the way, that every one of those 
five murderers is dead, and all but one died 
violent deaths. Col. King committed suicide, 
and Garside was kicked to death by a horse.”’ 
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The New Anesthetic. 
From the New York Times.] 

The new an:wsthetic, bromide of ethyl, as to 
which such glowing reports have been pub- 
lished inthe medical journals, has not alto- 
gether justified the sanguine predictions of 
its advocates. Not long ago, before the New 
York Academy of Medicine, Dr. J. Marion 
Sims narrated a case in which this agent was 
employed in the performance of Battey’s 
operation, and the patient diedin twenty-one 
hours, apparently from the effects of the an:es- 
thetic—the operation not being one of especial 
peril when performed by an expert surgeon. 
From bis limited experiencein the use of the 
drug, Dr. Sims expressed the opinion that it 
was not best to employ it in prolonged opera- 
tions, or where there is organic renal disease. 
Dr. I. Ott, after a careful series of experiments 
with the bromide of ethyl, concludes that its 
anwsthetic eifect is due to its action upon the 
gray matter of the nervous centers. It de- 
creases the frequency of respiration, he 
thinks, by acting upon the central nervous 
system, while increasing the pulse- rate and 
augmenting the blood pressure by direct influ- 
ence upon the heart. Dr. Sims spoke very 
cautiously respecting the physiological prop- 
erties of the new anesthetic, not having in- 
vestigated the matter experimentally; but the 
lesson of a collapse under its use, er at least 
in probable consequence of it, is one that will 
deter medical men from acting upon the first 
entnusiastic statement of those whose reports 
bave thus far governed the formation of med- 
ical opinion respecting it. It 1s claimed, on 
the other hand, by the advocates of the drug, 
that the preparation used by Dr. Sims was an 
extremely poor one, manufactured by inex- 
pert chemists, and that the fatal result was 
probably due to this fact. 


Honor to a Great Poet. 
From the Moscow Gazette. | 


The monument of the great Russian] poet 
Alexander Pushkin was unveiled in Moscow 
on June 7. Upon a beautiful pedestal of Fin- 
land granite stands the bronze statue of the 
poet. It weighs over ten thousand pounds. 
The monument is about thirty feet in height, 
and is placed in the center of anew square 
especially opened forthe purpose. It is the 
work ef a Russian artist, the Academician 
Opekushin, and was cast in the St. Peters- 
burg bronze factory. The patriotic Musco- 
vites insisted that it should be made by Rus- 
sian bands and on Russian-soil. All the 
Russian universities, scientific and lit- 
erary societies were represented 
at the unveiling. Among the foreign 
guests were Herr von Bodenstedt,the German 
poet, who has translated into German man 
works of Pushkin; M. Rambo, the Frenc 
writer and specialist in Russian literature, 
and several other German and French literary 
celebrities. The principal oration was deliv- 
ered by Tourgueneff. The fete lasted for 
teree days. The Moscow theaters performed 
the best plays of Pushkin. At-the musical 
soiree RuLinstein and other artists charmed 
the audience with his national songs. Several 
portraits of the poet, and many articles which 
had belonged to him, were exhibited. The 

rincipal service rendered by Pushkin to 

ussian literature was the composition of his 
original poems. The wonderful elegance, 
harmony, and music of his verse have never 
been surpassed by — Russian poet, and can 
fairly compete with the rhymes of any foreign 
poet, whether of the past or present.

DAREDEVIL FORREST. 
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One of the Most Picturesque Characters 
cot the War of the Rebellion. . 

Ex-Confederate Officerin Cincinnati Enquirer. 

No man ever exacted stricter obedience or 
more thoroughly maintained it. He brooked 
no disobedience of his own orders, and he re - 
scented their infraction with characteristic 
fiire. When his command needed supplies 
de stopped on no technicalities of obstruction 
to obtain them. The writer well remembers 
once sending a requisition for food and for- 
age to an officer at one of the railroad stations, 
and was refused on the ground that the sup- 
plies belonged to an infantry command 
in the rear. Forrest. having 
failed in the same manner to obtain needed 
provisions, coolly took what he wished with- 
out further parley, stating that if any com- 
plaint was made he(Gen.Forrest) was respon- 
sible. His services were so valuable that his 
summary methods were overlooked. He said 
to the writer in explanation of bis taking these 
supplies that he never hesitated to override 
formalities when he deemed it necessary; 
that he would break a thousand of them at 
any cost to himself before his men and horses 
should suffer for want of subsistence,and that 
the infantry incamp could get plenty more, 
while his men, always in active service on the 
front, eould not obtain supplies all the time. 

Another instance of his disregard of rules 
was that he allowed bis men to absent them- 
selves just when he pleased. He had his 
troops on hand on all necessary occasions for 
march or fighting or picket duty. He would 
turn a whole regiment loose fora day or two 
when in the vicinity of their homes, or when 
they could be spared, and this when there 
were positive orders against it from army 
headquarters. And the practical result of it 
was that it absolutely benefitted the’service; 
it satisfied and encouraged the men, and 
made them better soldiers. No General pun- 
ished desertion more severely, or demanded 
harder service, and none took more responsi- 
bility in behalf of the comfort or pleasure of 
bis command. 

While the writer connected lines with For- 
rest, the scouts of that officer were constantly 
in front and rear. Forrest not only recon- 
noitered his own ground, but that of every- 
body else. Hissearch for information. was 
unceasing. it was this restless watchfulness 
and inquiry that constituted one of his chief 
traits. His scouts were ubiquitous. They 
went everywhere and they exhausted every 
source of news. Wherever he went he had 
every road, path, thicket and point of obser- 
vation or approach, front, flank and rear, 
picketed, and in addition his scouts swarmed 
for miles around, sending bulletins to him 
hourly. 

Just before the battle of Chickamauga the 
writer was in command of a brigade of caval- 
ry at Alpine. Ga. Forrest passed by going to 
the front and inquired of the condition of 
matters and the news of the —: He re- 
ceived all of the information obtainable, and 
as he started off to the front he bowed adieu 
and said: ‘*I believe I will go and give them 
fellows a dar.“

On the flute, 
for instance, a certain combination of delica- 
cy with flexibility in the lips is absolutely 
necessary to bi1og fully out that passionate 
yet velvety tone hereinbefore alluded to; and 
many male players, of requisite qualitications 
so far as manual execution is concerned, will 
be forever debarred from attaining it by rea- 
son of their intractable, rough lips, which 
will give nothing but a correspondingly in- 
tractable, rough tone. The same, in less de- 
gree, may be said of the oboe and bassoon. 
Besides, the qualities required to make a per- 
fect — player are far more often found 
in women than in men; for these qualities 
are patience, fervor and fidelity, combined 
with deftness of hand and quick intuitiveness 
of soul.

THE CENSUS OUTRAGE. 

The primary and essential object in tak- 
ing the census is to ascertain as nearly as 
possible the exact population of 
the counties, towns and cities that make 
up the aggregates of the States and Territo- 
ries. A failure in this respect makes the 
census a mockery. and a fraud, and the vast 
exchequer required to accomplish the work 


is just so much of the people’s 
money squandered. The fact that 
a proper Congressional represen- 


tation depends on the accuracy of the enu- 
meration makes the work all the more im- 
portant, and the injustice to voters and tax- 
payers is too manifest to need explana- 
tion. 

That a great wrong has been perpetrated 
in St. Louis there is every reason to be- 
From the frequent computa- 
tions made during the last ten years 
there is reason to believe that our 
population reaches or exceeds 500,000. 
And yet it is semi-officially announced 
that Supervisor Salomon’s return will show 
not over 375,000, and perhaps as low as 
350,000. These figures bear on their face 
the evidences of incompleteness and botch- 
work, and we mistake the temper of our 
inhabitants if they tolerate such an outrage 
without a solemn and effective protest. 

Palpable proof of a partial enumeration 
and of the slovenly manner in which the 
canvassers have done their _ allot- 
ted work has already accumulated 
to such an extent as to leave no doubt that 
St. Louis is to be grossly if not irreparably 
damaged. Careful inquiries made by Posrt- 
DISPATCH representatives on yesterday and 
to-day show that hundreds of families have 
been omitted, and further examination will 
doubtless reveal thousands to be added to 
the list. 

It may be premature to charge that there 
is a design in all this thing, 
but we may say to Mr. Salomon that 
the people will hold bim to strict account- 
ability for his flagrant negligence. He is 
the appointee of Mr. Schurz, who once 
made himself infamous by branding Mis- 
souri as „the robber State.“ We under- 
stand the enumerators are politically from 
a class that has devoutly followed the for- 
tunes of the piano-playing calumniator, 
nearly all of them being appointed at his 
dictation. Such appointments are 
in themselves an outrage, and would alone 
give just rise to the suspicion that the 
laber has not been faithfully performed. 
Mr. Schurz and Mr. Salomon and their 
pals will hardly escape a popular convic- 
tion that they have entered into a scheme 
to belittle the State and city by showing a 
retrogression in progress and population. 

Whether or not the wrong can be 
remedied at this stage is a serious ques- 
tion. Our leading citizens should at 
once take steps to see what can be done. 
If the City Council has power it should at 
once take hold of the matter. If there is a 
scheme and charter prohibition we have no 
doubt that our prominent business men 
will supply the necessary means to fur- 
nish to the country andthe worlda real 
and accurate estimate of the population. 
Further time may be secured at Washington, 
but if this cannot be done the city, through 
the municipal government or leading citi- 
zens, should, without delay, proceed to get 
at an exact enumeration. The entire work 
can be done in ten days, and the expense 
will be comparatively light.

It would grieve us 
exceedingly to suspect such an eminent 
statesman as Mr. Davis of mental weak- 
ness, but if he believes that the Confeder- 
acy over which he once so ably presided is 
still in existence, he is a lunatic of the 
most mournful character. His testimony 
would seem to indicate that Mrs. Dorsey 
was in no condition to devise property,

FAR be it from us to repress in any way the 
pleasures of youth or dampen the patriotic 
ardor which makes the Fourth of July the 
grand red- letter day in our national calendar, 
but we must protest against this disposition 
on the part of juvenility to discount the holi- 
day.

THE POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Armstrong, Duke and Moffett Meet and 
Ventilate Their Views. 


Police Commissioners David Armstrong, 
Leslie Moffett and Basil Duke met at the 
Four Courts this morning and audited bills 
and attended to other routine work. Ser- 
geant P. M. Jenks told the trio how his 


charges, the new policemen, have 
progressed, and by his advice 
the Commissioners agreed to _ furnish 


cloth for suits to such of them as may 
not have money, and deduct its price from 
their salaries. Jenks said the men were well 
versed in the manual of arms, Sergeant Deal, 
of the regular army, having drilled them sat- 
isfactorily, and would soon havea fair con- 
ception of all Upton’s tactics. They have 
some knowledge of the municipal laws, and 
are fast acquiring ideas of State laws. 

The Commissioners agreed that some action 
must be taken toward closing the crooked 
gambling houses which now disgrace the city. 
During the last two months not a house has 
been closed and new ones have 
been opened, some by local gamblers 
and others by followers of the races. A few 
brace gamblers have been arrested, but fully 
one-balf have been released, the evidence 
against them being insufficient for their con- 
viction by court. The Board determined to 
devise some means for a general cleaning out 
of these men. 

The question as to whether the cases now 
pending in court against the lottery vendors 
should be withdrawn or not was discussed 
pro and con, the genial and kind Col. Duke 
entertaining the opinion that they should not 
be prosecuted furtber, the closing of the 

companies’ business being all 
was desired. The conservative 
Moffett thought the board had no right to act 
inthe matter, while Col. Armstrong plied 
questions judiciously, found out what epin- 
ions his colleagues had and remained silent. 

The full board will meet to-morrow to con- 
sider the question. A reporter ascertained 
from an authentic source that the proposition 
of the lottery men to compromise would not 
be accepted, the board not having the legal 
right to act in the premises. All that the 
board can do toward establishing leniency is 
to advise the City Council to have the City 
Attorney withdraw the cases now pending in 


court. Such a procedure would 
meet with prompt recognition. The

The Frontier Question Absorbing the 
Attention of the Powers. 


The Horrible Outrages Committed on Com- 
munist Convicts—Foreign Flashes. 


Turkey. 

BERLIN, June 18.—The Turkish reply tothat 
part of the identical note relating to the Greek 
question says: The Porte has not replied 
to Lord Salisbury’s dispatch in regard to the 
International Commision because it 
objected to the principle of such 
commission. The Porte, admitting the im- 
possibility of the agreement between Turkey 
and Greece,desires the mediation of the pow- 
ers as provided by article 25 of the, treaty of 
Berlin as the only proper means of solving 
the question. The Porte would, therefore, 
not object to the proposed conference but 
for the apparent fact that it will 
be instructed to ta decisions 
irreconcilable with his idea of mediation. 
The Porte has always understood that medi- 
ation would address itself to States interest- 
od, especially that one which is called upon to 
make sacrifices. Such mediation should 
exclude alt fears of attack on 
tue independence of the Porte and freedom 
of its deliberations. If the conference has 
only the object of preparing a conciliatory 
line of action calculated to lead to an agree- 
ment freely accepted by the power which is in 
possession of the disputed territory, then the 
Porte, reassured as to its independence, has 
only to consider the overtures which the med- 
jatory powers may wish o make 
As for the delimitation commission, which 
she cohicrence is to send, it cannot, agreeably 
with all the rules and precedents 


bave any other mandate than to apply 
upon thes pot the line previously agreed upon 
between the powers fand the state which is 
called upon to make the surrender of 
territory. The Porte, declaring its resolution 
te facilitate the task of the mediatory powers, 
and relying on the justice and friendship of 
the signatories of the treaty of Berlin, will 
seize every occasion to exhibit its good will 
and deference towards Europe.

MATERIAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


A New Hospital—Remodeling the Plan- 
ters?’ House—A Palace Street Car 
Stable— Henry Shaw’s Enterprise. 


The plans for the new St. Luke’s Hospital, 
to be erected at the corner of Twentieth and 
Washington avenue, have been completed by 
the architects, Barnett and Taylor. The struc- 
ture will have a frontage of 100 feet on Wash- 
ington avenue and 60 feet on Twentieth 
street, with well pronounced entrances on 
both streets.

is undoubtedly good reason for this, as will be 
seen by the facts presented below. If in the 


should meet, without unusual effort, a dozen 
or so of people who had been omitted, what is 
to be expected of the general result? It will 
be seen that well-known citizens have not had 


the enumerator to call at their houses 
at all. If such scandalous omissions 
have been made in a half dozen 


instances, may they not have been made in 
hundreds and thousands of instances? There 
is talk of an indignation meeting and there 1s 
talk of employing aspecial agent to retake 
the census. Plenty of money will be readily 
subscribed for the purpose. The reporter 
bad some interviews on the subject this morn- 
ing, which appear below. 

A reporter, this morning, visited the oftice 
of Mr. Salomon, Census Supervisor, on Fiftu 
street, over Bessehl’s saloon. Mr. Salomon 
was found to be absent from the city, but his 
deputy, Mr. Maklot Thompson, gave all the 
information in his power. He said that the 
taking of the census in certain districts had 
not yet been completed. While he admitted 
that of course a few errors were 
unavoidable, he insisted that the work had 
been well done. The enumerators were all 
good men and the safeguards against ‘‘crook- 
ed” returns were many. He wanted all persons 
whose names had been omitted to call at the 
oftice and he would immediately iavestigate 
it. Mr. Thompson said that they were all 
sworn to do their duty and heavy penalties in 
the way of fines and even imprisonment were 
liable to follow any dereliction. All that the 
enumerators can do is to get the true statis- 
tics; they can’t boost the city or bother about 
what the population of the city may be. 

SEVERAL ENUMERATORS 

were conversed with by the reporter, and 
thev were all highly indignant. They claimed 
they bad done their duty thoroughly. Said 
one: If they want the statistics gathered in 
the directory fashion, they had better get 
Gould to do it.“ Some of them expressed a 
determination to go through certain pages of 
the Directory and show vp certaiu names that 
had been duplicated and bogus entries. 

It's no easy job we have to do,” said an- 
other. Why, I have been at one house over 
twenty-five times.“ 

„Ves,“ chiniéd in No. 3, “aud the hotels we 
left blanks with them to nll in the names of 
their regular boarders, but not one did it. In 
most cases we had eto hunt up the oflice ad- 
dresses of the parties aud find them in that 
way. 

MR. CHARLES GONTER, 
the Register of Voters, was found at his office 


torial inquiry said: 

Mes, I believe we are underestimated. ’? 

“What do you consider the population of 
the city to ber” 

“Well, I had estimated it at 385,000, but I 
am now firmly of the opinion itis 400,000. 
Look here, for instance. Every week I re- 
ceive from the Board of Healtha list of dead 
adults who have a residence in St. 
Louis-— mind you only those over age 
and having a residence, and therefore entitled 
to be voters, are sent to me- none others. 1 
go through that list to mark off of the regis- 
trat ion list those that are dead. How many 
names on this mortuary list do vou think I 
found on the registration books? See here. 
Last week nineteen names were sent me of 
dead adults having a residenee in the city: 
but of that number 1 found only three 
had been registered. The list before 
that contained only twenty-three names, 
of which I found only four registered: 
before that twenty-six names, only four reg- 
istered, before that twenty-four, only six 
registered; before that thirty, only nine reg- 
istered, and so on. That is about the propor- 
tion. Now the total registration of St. 
Louis is 52,000, andthe population is esti- 
mated by multiplying that by seven, which 
would give St. Leuis 364,000 inhabitants. I 
am sure we have 400,000.’’ 

Jou don’t think then that we run up to 
balf a million?“ 

„Oh. no! And that is the mistake we make. 
We call St. Louis the healthiest city in the 
world because we estimate the death rate on 
a population of half a million. We police the 
city on a basis of half a million, we run 
the fire department on a basis of half a mill- 
1on, and so on. That is wrong.”
